Logs submitted are from the ARRL Logs Received page and the members count is derived manually 
from looking at the Multi-Op entries posted on 3830Scores.com. The Members column total shows the 
unique operator count across the two contests. Some eligibility considerations may affect the actual 
number, but this gives a pretty good snapshot. 


When scanning the callsigns in the logs submitted vs dues status, I think the Current + 1 year lapsed # 
is the right count to be looking at. Are we happy with a ~50% participation in the majors and an overall 
67% across them? Where should our energies be directed, encouraging more of the existing members 
to get on the air or aggressive recruiting to grow the membership to the point that even at 50% 
participation we overwhelm the boys down south?

Transmit Audio with a ModMic 
Chet Slabinski, N8RA 


My vintage Heil headset occasionally became intermittent a couple of years ago. I thought I had fixed 
its bad connection, but it kept failing in the middle of the last couple of contests. ’'d be forced to 
switch to a desk mic when it would start acting up. Santa brought a new Sony headset, and I purchased 
a ModMic to puton it. With the ARRL contest looming in a few days, I needed to get that working. 
Easy-peasy,plug and play, right? Nope, not that simple, five additional things were needed. 


Microphone Bias 
The ModMic is an electret type so needs bias.I added this circuit to my mike preamp but if you are 


connecting the mike directly to your transceiver, it may have a configurable option to supply bias to its 
mic jack.

Miniature Jacks 

I could not get any audio out of the ModMic until I discovered that the ModMic plug is 3.5mm and I 
had used an older 1/8” jack in my preamp which would short out the new plug. Duh! More digging 
thru the junk box yielded compatible parts. 


Boom Mounting Position 
I was concerned that the length of the ModMic when mounted on the Sony would not allow having the 


element in front of my mouth as was necessary with the Heil headset. But the ModMic instructions 
said its element “should be” to the side of your mouth, and, sure enough, it has much higher output and 
works FB there. That is a nice plus- I no longer need to swing the boom mic out of the way to snack or 
sip a beverage while operating. 


Frequency Response 
The ModMic has a flat response, whereas the Heil had the effective HC-4 “contesting” element. So, I 


now needed to provide that contesting equalization elsewhere. This can be done with the equalizers in 
my K3 and Orion, but to what parameters? After finding published HC-4 response data, I used a 
spreadsheet to help determine the required settings for my radios.

The Orion “-20dB” TX EQ setting seems right-on and the transmit audio ;

All my old wav files had been recorded with the HC-4 Heil headset , so -16 
could no longer be used now that the radios will have their transmit {4 
equalizers active. (Not surprisingly, the old files really sounded super -4 
tinny if played.) I re-recorded the messages needed for the ARRL DX 1 
contest in Audacity so that I could then tweak them a bit. . 5 
One tweak was to shorten the CQ message. I delete the dead air at the il 
beginning and end of each message so that they play and end instantly. 

Audacity also lets you change the speed of a recording and then change 16 


the pitch to bring back the natural voice. Hey, every second counts, and it 
says you mean business. 


Another was to amplify the numeral in my call. With my voice, the “eight” comes out weaker than the 
letters. I was often asked to repeat my prefix. Audacity allows selecting part of a recorded spectrum 
and then amplifying that selection by whatever amount you want to get all of the elements to an equal 
(or emphasized) audio level. 


Contrary to the practice of having your messages be as short as possible, I thought introducing a short 
gap between the “5-9” and the “Charlie-Tango”in my exchange message might help the receiving 
operator’s brain clearly hear my section. I initially set a silence gap of 170 msec, but during the contest 
this seemed way too long a pause, so I shortened it to 70 msec. 


Results 


During the ARRL DX SSB I rarely had to repeat my prefix when eee with my recordings. And 
that was likely due to QRM mixing in because the query would be way off, like “was that November 
THREE Radio America?”. 


I think the short gap in my report also worked well; no-one ever got my section wrong. The few 
requests for verification were from ops not believing that Charlie Tango was the right section for an 
N-8.

3830Scores.com postings came in at 75% for the CW running and 67% for the SSB running. Despite 
the relatively poor showing, the real focus is to get you to write about your experiences, to share with 
the group and hopefully inspire more club members to get on the air. 


The initiative works like this, I will select up to a 2 dozen 3830 posts made by YCCC members at the 
conclusion of each of the majors and present them to the executive board. Board members will 
consider the Effort, Perseverance and Determination of the station owner/operator and/or guest ops 
that the write up conveys and cast their choice accordingly. 


The President is not eligible for the award. A winner can win only once per contest season (i.e. 
CQWW and ARRL DX combined entries). The President has discretion in the case of ties. There will 
be one winner per each of the 4 majors. The winning entries get published in the newsletter and will be 
awarded a $25 gift certificate from DX Engineering or HRO.

Comments: 

I am very satisfied with my second real contest contribution. My goal was 100k+ score and 300+ 
QSOs, so my goal was achieved. I operated casually and took many breaks and went for a few walks 
and tended to general household tasks. 


On Friday around noon, UPS delivered my new to me K3 so I actually had time to get it set up and had 
a few practice QSOs before the contest. Luckily it is similar to my KX2, but the filtering on the K3 is 
way better. All operating was S&P with the K3 at 100 watts into an 80-10 EFHW that came down 
early Friday morning in the wind storm we had out here on Cape Cod. I was able to get it back into the 
oak in my back yard in a little bit of a better position. 


Friday night was a lot of fun and I was able get some good production on 80 and 40 until about 6:00 
UTC. Saturday morning was good as well, but as I went into late afternoon / evening it seemed that all 
hell broke loose. I admit I am very new to the hobby, cw and contesting, but I was amazed at the lack 
of good operating practices that I was hearing. People just calling over and over and over, even when 
the runner was sending letters that weren't close to what guys were sending. Just power sending their 
call. It was even worse when it was a station that was somewhat rare that I am guessing they just had to 
have for their multiplier. I decided to call it a night earlier than planned and I didn't have high hopes 
for Sunday. 


I got on around 13:00 UTC on Sunday and I was amazed! All the people who seemed to ruin things for 
me on Saturday night were gone and I was able to find some really good openings and stacked up 
some good multipliers. I had planned on doing some things around the house, but I was having too 
much fun and IJ didn't know how long it would last, so I kept at it. I took a few small breaks, but then 
around late afternoon it started to get crazy again. I had made my goals, so I decided to call it a day 
around 21:00 UTC. 


Overall I learned a lot and had an amazing time. I know that my station is very limited so I try to set 
my goals accordingly. I will gradually increase my operating time and continue to learn what works for 
me and what doesn't. I really like the K3 so far and I think it will help me out quite a bit. Iam now just 
looking forward to the next one!

Comments: 


Good contest with some fun propagation conditions. 90% S&P effort as I was unable to get a run going 
until Sunday afternoon and wasn't able to maintain it very long. 


Low band conditions Friday night were really poor. 40m was crowded, but very noisy. While I worked 
everyone I could hear on 80m I only managed to log 18 QSOs. There just wasn't much there to work. 
After logging 100 Qs Friday night I pulled the plug at 0345Z. 


Saturday morning I was pleased to see 20m open to Europe early and was off to a good start - then 
15m and 10 opened up, which was nice to see. I still couldn't get a run going -- couldn't find a clear 
frequency on 20 and I wasn't feeling particularly strong anywhere. There were plenty of stations to 
work, and at times my S&P rate was pretty decent. 


Saturday night with KP index reaching 5 conditions got weird. There was a lot of flutter and echo on 
signals. 40m had broadband noise across the band at regular time intervals. Looked like static crashes 
on the waterfall every 5 seconds, but I wasn't hearing the static. It was visible enough on the 
panadapter that I thought someone fired up a motorboat in my shack. I wasn't being heard by stations 
in Europe. 80m was dead, pretty much no one there to work. Called it a night at 0230z 


Sunday started off slow, but was able to get Hawaii and New Zealand in the log first thing in the 
morning on 40m. While I heard a few stations in Australia I was unable to work them. It was slow for 
the next few hours -- not a lot of stations that I hadn't worked already. I was able to do a little bit of 
cleanup around the shack while waiting for conditions to improve, occasionally spinning the dial and 
working new stations as they showed up. 


Finally early Sunday afternoon I was able to get a run frequency on 20m. It only lasted 29 minutes but 
generated 52 Qs. I could hear a lot of stations calling at the same time, almost all of them were really 
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weak. I was glad that I was able to work so many 100w stations, but I clearly need to improve my 
weak signal pileup working skills. Tried everything in my bag of tricks "Who's the Italy Zulu?" or 
"Who's the Echo Alpha?" Statistically speaking there must have been one in there, so good way to thin 
the pile. 


I was able to get another short run going 45 minutes later. Calling stations were stronger, but the run 
didn't last very long, lasting just 13 minutes and netting just 23 Qs. 


Sunday afternoon conditions were best characterized as rapid QSB. When I was able to time things 
right I was able to work stations that would go from perfectly readable to gone every 3 seconds. 


Finished off the day working South America on 10m. I unfortunately had a hard stop at 2000z, so I 
missed out on the improved conditions toward the end of the contest and didn't achieve my goals for 
the weekend. I did top my previous best score in this contest, but that given some of the openings in 
the week prior to the contest I had hoped that I might be able to get something that looked like 1m 
points / 1k QSOs.

Icom 7610 with Elecraft KPA1500 amp. 
80m, 40m antenna: GSRV 102' dipole @ 50' 
20m, 15m, 10m antenna: SteppIR Urbanbeam at 35' 


For me, Vin’s write up vividly reflected my memories of my early contesting years. The last minute 
scrambles to get the station back together, the total chaos encountered once the contest started. Having 
to walk away to regain some semblance of sanity before jumping in again. Keep at it, Vin! 


Steve’s writeup reflects a solid effort at grinding out the contest for the long haul ultimately improving 
on his previous best. Keep at it, Steve! 


Of course, thank you all for your write-ups. I would be remiss if I did not mention the write-ups of 
KQ2M and KAIIS, always a treasure to read. The winners from this running will receive $25 HRO 
gift certificates.
